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T HE high and mighty Prince of Orange, 
(vpon the reaſons by the AmBaſſadors, 
ccrtaine yeares paſt, alleadse for the fur- 
thering of the expired Truce)made many twat- 
ters knowne, which not onely at that time,but 
allo now, as the caſe fiandeth , are much to be 
eſteemed and accounted of , not tor that they 
proceede from ſo mighty a Prince , that hath 
deſerued ſo much ar the hands of the ſaid vni- 
ted Provinces, but becauſethey are of ſogreat 
waight and conſequence for our State. And 
therefore are truly ſet out vader the rameand 
title of the true and prouident Counſellor : and 
hauing readethe conliderations, together with 
the two Letters written by the faid Prince, 1 
thought according to my m— and aduice, 
(which alſo is the meaning and intent of all 
good Patriots) hereby toſtrengthen the ſame.

He 
that wiſheth, defireth and preferreth, warre before 
peace, is not onely voyde of naturall louc, bur alſo

Of late our Enemie offered peace vnto vs, laying 
the foundation thereof, vpon theacknowledging of 
natural! Princes ; what that meaneth, looke into the 
notes made vpon the propoſitions of Peckizs his 


Ambaſſadour. Weto the contrary maintaine, that

' Now to ioyne theſe two vertues,'Prouidence and

As it is a Mien by Chriſ 
himfclte ſer downe in his holy worde,faying: FP 
ſeeke the Kingdome of 61d, and righteouſnes, and all othey 
co be g/uen y-u. SO it ought robe a Maxime 
in all good and politicke Gouernments, to doe Iu- 
ſtice, and procure the good of the generality, and 
ſony profit will of itſclfe come vnts you. Then 

et this be our concluſion, By Prouidence wee ſhall 
ſee what is needfull for vs, that our enemy may not 
decciuc vs, and by Courage (committing our g 
cauſe into the hands of God ) wee. ſhall boldly goe 
forth to warre againſt him. And binding theſe two 
Verrues together, by the band of Louc, and generall 
furtheranceof the common good, and thereby dri« 
uing our enemy the Spaniard from our borders and 
frontiers, both the particulex and generall good and 
beucfic ſhall be procured,
